ANNUAL REPORT 


OF ‘THE 


Superiniending School Committer, 
OF THE 


TOWN’ OF LEBANON, 


Kor the year ending March i, 1861. 


_ The Superintending Schoo! Committee respectfully submits the follow- 
ing Report of his labors, and of the condition of the various schools in 
Yown the year past. : ; 

In the fifteen Districts in town there have been forty terms of school, 
including Summer, Autumn and Winter. TLere were all visited twice: 
or oftener, by the Superintending Committee. It is not easy, by a few 
descriptive terms te impart a correct impression of either the absolute or 
relative merits of the different schools. Wemay say of them in general 
that they were good. The Prudential Committees were generally fortu- 
nate in their selections of Teachers. Among these Teachers were some 
of high merit, whose services, it is hoped, wil] be again secured in town. 

Some of the schools were excellent, most of them were goud, but three 
or four below mediocrity, and none entire failures. No teacher was dis- 
missed; no one left on account of any trouble in the district, before the 
expiration of the term. 

A notion of modern origin has in some way crept into some heads, that, 
punishment should never be inflicted in school at least not on my children. 
It will be an unfortunate day for our schools when that notion is gener- 
ally held. One very important thing for our children to be taught in 
school as well as at home is subordination ; submission to authority. And 
wherever government is instituted, whether it be in the family, the school, 
‘the state or nation, there must be the means of maintaining it, and en- 
forcing obedience, or that government is but name. The Teacher oc- 
cupies for the time, the place of parent, and is invested with autherity, 
and charged with goverwing as well as teaching. 'The Rod is an ancient, 
time-honored Institution ; it has accomplished vast good in time past; it 
has virtue still, and administered with discretion, will do good service in 
time to come. We bespeak for it still a place among the Institutions of 
the age, to be resorted to when nothing better can be found. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 

A Summer and Autumn school was taught by Miss Lizzie C. Kim- 
ball, which continued for six months with a vacation of one month.— 
There were but nine scholars, and all in the elements, but they made fair 
improvement. 

A poor schoo] house, and a Blackboard sadly abused, which should 
give place to another one before another school. No winter school. 
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arvomicm Soto DISTRICT NO? 2. 

The Higher Department of this school in summer ahd autumn, was © 
taught by Miss Martha P. Blodgett; and the winter term by ber sister, 
Miss Olivia M. Blodgett, who has taught in the district several terms be- 
fore. Both these Teachers labored faithfully, and though ina difficult 
position, not without a fair measure of success.. > 

The.Primary Department; in summer and winter was taught by Miss 
Mary; Jane . Waterman. . Ii, is no ecsy task to manege well so large a. 
school of smail restless scholars; but Miss Waterman succeeced admira- 
bly., ,The school was orderly, and made great improvement. 
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The summer schoo] was taught by Miss Sarah B. Buses. She did not 
manifest that absorbing éntevest in her school necessary to great success ; 
no enthusiasm was awakened.in Ler. echolars, end their improvement 
was but ordinary. Nvidia 
~The’ schcol’’ in the’ autumn was taught by Miss Lucy C. Wash- 
burn} and showed strikingly the value of a good Teacher. Miss Wash- 
burn showed superior skill in interesting and animating and leading for- 
ward her pupils. The school was excellent. . 

‘The winter term was taught by Miss Emma Cutler. Owing to ill- 
ness and other causes the attendance of a portion of the scholars was ve- 
ry inconstant, which had a manifestly unfavorable effect upon the prog- 
ress of the school. A portion of the sclool did teil, both in etudy and 
deportment. The teacher labored faithfully and with a fair measure of sue- 
Ces. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


The Summer schoo! was taught by Miss Emma J. Smith. This was 
her first effort at teaching; and a successful one. With practice, Miss 
Smith will excel as a teacher. 

The winter schoo] was taught by Miss Abby M. Austin, an experien- 
ced teacher. Under disadvantages, the school was a success, and made 
good improvement. But what can we say of the House. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Miss Lizzie Emerson taught the summer school. It was her first at- 
tempt, and with such success as merits commendation. She promises 
With practice, to make a good teacher. 

A full term was taught by Hattie A. Kimball. School appeared very well. 

The winter school was taught by Mr. George Fisher, He is a thorough 
scholar, and a faithful teacher. ‘The school appeared to be under good 
management, and thoroughly instructed; and in recitation did credit to 
themselves and their teacher.—House grows no better with age! 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Tn summer there was no school. The winter school was taught by 
Mr. Jonathan Miller, Jr. School small, and, perhaps partly in conse- 
quence, wanting in animation and apparent interest. Yet there were 
good scholars, and decided improvement.

DISTRICT NO. 7. 


No summer school. A winter school was taught by Mr. Horace 
French. This was bis first experience in teaching, and with such success 
as to give promise of future excellence. He maintained authority, and 
secured the respect and co-operation of his scholars. His manner was 
animated, and awakened attention and interest. Many things were 
taught not in the Book... The school made good improvement and appear- 
ed well. ty 


DISTRICT. NO. 8. 


The summer school was taught by Miss Lizzie M. Alden. She was 
wanting in experience, but made’a promising beginning. Scholars rather 
restless, but were very well taught; and made fair mn provemieni. 

Winter school was taught by Mr. Arthur 8. Lake.’ ‘This was an ex- 
cellent school — well taught in fundamental principles. ~ With dittle 
apparent exercise of authority,.the school was well governed, and 
thoroughly instructed. ‘The scholars were interested, and their progress 
was marked.

DISTRICT NO. 9. , 


Summer ache taught by Miss Sarah Gile. nthe was wanting; in -e- 
perience, this being her first attempt ; but with practice and. alittle more 
animation and energy, she may become a good teacher... The epbalars 
were few and small, but made fair progress. 

The winter school was taught by Miss Naomi R. Sweatland:, The 
teacher was devoted to the interests. of her school, and spared no ‘pains 
to secure its improvement, and the results of her efforts were all that 
could have been expected.

DISTRICT NO. 10. 


School in summer was taught by Miss Rosella T. Kimball. This is a 
large school and not an easy one to manage. The teacher’s intentions 
were excellent, but she was not altogether adapted to such a school. 
She was wanting in animation and energy and failed to. secure that. quiet 
order and application to study, essential to a good school. Still there 
was improvement. 

The winter school was taught by Mr. A. C. Hardy. The school, tho’ 
not, all that could be desired in respect to order, and earnest application, 
yet appeared very well, and made decided improvement. The, results of 
Mr. Colby’s labors, were all, that in the circumstances, could be justly 
expected. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Miss Lucy E. Fellows taught the summer school. She was competent, 
earnest, faithful and judicious, and consequently successful. There was 
good order and progress. 

The school in autumn, and in winter was taught by Miss. Mary M. 
Bailey. A little more vivacity and earnestness would improve this Teach- 
er. There wag not quite the order and stillness. desirable in school: and - 
yet on the whole the schools were quite successful, and showed decided 
improvement.

DISTRICT NO. 12. | 
The summer, autumn, and winter schools were all taught by Miss Ma 
xy EK. Muchmore, as several successive terms before have been. It is & 
sufficient, yet well merited recommendation of Miss Muchmovre, that she 
has been employed in all, some twenty months, in. the same Distric 
and continues to give entire satisfaction. This fact is also to the odtuk .

DISTRICT NO. 138. , 4 
’ The summer and autumn schools were taught by Miss Lucy A. Mjl- 
ler. The school in this District has not always sustained the best repu- 
tation ; but under Miss Miller’s management, it cid itself great credit.— 
There was good order, and evident ¢nterestin the studies pursued, and 
very decided progress. 
‘The winter school was taught by Mr. John Shedd. He manifested 
from the first a desire to use all his ability for the good of the school, 
but in some respects that ability seemed wanting. There was not such 
order as is essential to the best success; nor was tue inierest or progress of 
the former terms secured. ME a MEE ys Sct 
Some teachers seena so absorbed in the business in hand, as to be uncon- 
scious of what is passing in other parts of the room. Some will dijuse 
themselves, so as to be potentially in all parts of the room at once, and 
know all that is done or not done, while the influence of ethers will be 
dimited to the spot which the person occupies, and but slightly felt even 
‘there. 
Notwithstanding all the disadvantages, there was, on the part of a por- 
tion at least, manifest improvement. 


UNION DISTRICT NO. 14 & 15. 

In Summer Miss Olivia M. Blodgett taught in the Higher Department, 
‘and with good success. The school was wellinstructed, orderly, pleasant, 
‘amd profitable. 

The winter school was taught by Mr. W. N. Cook. It was matter of 
regret that in so excellent:a school, its good order should be in any de- 
gree interrupted, by the exercises of improper liberties at times, on the! 
part even of afew. The teacher found firm supporters in the Prudential 
Committee, as well as other citizens, and was thus aided to go through 
successfully. Mr. Cook is a good teacher, and had some very promising 
scholars. The examination was very satisfactory. 

The Intermediate and Primary schools united, were taught in summer 
by Miss Sophronia L. Chase. ‘This school was so large, and composed of 
such materials that it would be difficult for any teacher to do full justice. 
Miss Chase labored hard, and accomplished all that could in the circum- 
stances be reasonably expected. 

o winter the Intermediate school was taught by Miss Sarah M. Good- 
zich. 

Under favorable circumstances it is believed Miss Goodrich would bea 
successiul teacher. As they were, this school was well nigh a failure. 
The teacher lost all control over the scholars, and failed entirely tosecure 
order, and where there is no order, there can be but little real improve- 
gent.

The teacher labored very hard, and would have done well if she could, 
And there is reason to believe the fault was not wholly hers. There was 
en element, that should have been separated early. 

The Primary school was taught by Miss Sophia Kendrick. It is no 
easy task to manage well such a group of restless little children; and per- 
haps Miss Kendrick accomplished as much as could be reasonably expec- 
ted. 


DISTRICT NO. 16. 


‘Both Summer and winter school was taught by Miss Mary O. Hall. 
These schools were orderly, well instructed and profitable. Atthe win- 
_ ter examination particularly, there was evidence of decided improvement. 
A very good school; but oh! the School House! What shall we say ip 
‘praise of that ? 

In conclusion, let me respectfully remind Prudential Committees, of 
the duty of informing the Superintending Committee of the time of op- 
ening and closing their schools. Such information would have saved 
journeys to remote districts in two or three instances. 

Another suggestion. Registers should all be sent in, ¢mmediately upon 
the close of the winter school. For want of seyerak Registers, this Re- 
port cannot be quite complete. 

In looking over the Registers one point of great importance is sugges- 


ted; it is that of more regular and prompt attendance on the part of 


scholars. Schools are greatly injured by irregularity; there is a MULTI 
TUDE of absences, and tardiness recorded. The instances of tardiness for 


- the whole term, in some of the most successful schools, were but threeor: ~ 


four or five, while in some, they range from one hundred, to five hundred 
and forty-three! Cannot so great an evil, with little care be remedied ?
